induce  the  Gu.irdian  of  his  Lordfliip’s  af¬ 
fairs  to  fweat  the  citate,  there  could  he 
none  to  neglect  the  young  Lord’s  eiluca-  I 
tion,  which  was  duly  attended  to,  and  en¬ 
ded  in  producing  a  very  amiable  and  wor¬ 
thy  character. —  Neverthelefs,  this  (trangc 
parent  feldom  or  never  Les  him. — lie  al¬ 
lows  him,  indeed,  rery  amply,  but  never 
fufters  a  vifit  from  him,  iinlefs  he  himfelf 
commands  it. — When  the  young  noble- 
mati  was  preparing  to  let  out  upon  his 
travels,  he  was  fent  for  by  his  tathcr,  wlio 
only  faw  him  for  a  few  minutes,  coldly 
approved  of  his  defign  of  going  abroad, 
made  him  an  handfome  prefent,  anrl  tiif- 
miiredhim.  Whether  he  faw  Lord  Cran- 
bourmragain  upon  hit*  marriage,  I  do  nf>t 
know;  h.ut  I  am  told  that,  upon  the  birth 
of  his  fiid  child,  he  was  favoured  with 
another  fumiiions  to  Hattitlil,  had  a  tc\r 
minutes  convcrfalion,  or  rather  view 
the  old  Lord,  receivcvl  another  peciiniarr 
mark  of  his  legaid,  ai  d  wat.  difmiired. 

I'rom  this  account  of  the  Earl  of  Salif- 
buiy,  vvhicii  in  a  genera!  fenfe  is  uu- 
cloubtedly  true,  it  would  be  very  natural 
to  fuppofe  that  his  appearance  would  be 
rude  and  difagreeable  :  thef-c^.t,  liowerer, 
is  qui‘e  I’ne  reverfe  ;  Vf.a  addrefs  is  gen¬ 
teel,  his  external  appeai  ance  very  decent. 


EARL  or  SALISBURY, 


Though  this  nobleman  lives  within 
twenty-five  miles  of  the  metropolis, 
yet  his  face  is  never  fecn  there.  In  his 
youth  he  is  laid  to  have  been  as  fingular 
in  his  public  exhibitions,  as  he  is  at  this 
time  for  his  ftrange  and  almoft  total  re¬ 
tirement.  There  are  many  perfons  Hill 
living  who  w'ere  witnefies  to  the  peculiar 
purfuit  of  his  Lordfhip’s  early  life;  the 
chief  objedt  of  which  was  a  conlurnmate 
Ikiil  in  the  profeflion  of  a  coachman  ; 
which  he  carri.d  to  fuch  lengths,  and 
varied  with  f  ich  extraordinary  exertions, 
as  to  exceed,  at  leaft  in  that  particular, 
the  excelFcs  of  modern  times  -  "-Lord 
Molefworth,  I  am  credibly  informed,  is 
not  qualified  to  have  been  his poftiUhn. 

Since  that  time  he  has  lived  the  life  of 
a  reclufe,  ?t  his  houfe  in  Herltordihire, 
entrufting  the  care  of  his  efface,  and  of  his 
only  fon,  to  other  people — Me  maybe  al- 
molt  faid  to  converie  with  no  one  but  the 
domcftics  who  are  about  him,  and  one  or 
two  ptrfons  who  are  occafionally,  but  very 
feldom,  admitted  to  his  fociety. — What- 
evcr»temptation  there  might  have  been  to 
VoL.  XLV. 
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and  his  convtrfation  polite  ;  as  I  have 
been  allured  by  a  phyliciau  of  eminence 
who  has  frequently  attended  upon  him  : 
nay,  from  the  fame  autlioriiy,  1  have  aifo 
been  informed  that  lie  is  exceedingly  well 
read  in  the  Greek  and  Latin  daffies  ;  and 
that  Dioslorus,  Herod  >tu«,  and  Thucydi¬ 
des,  are  partlculaily  ftmiliar  to  him. 

Tho’  this  ri!>gnlar  Peer  does  not  feem  to 
have  anyconctrii  woh  pnbl’c  liie,  I  am 
rather  difpofed  to  think  that  his  Prexy  is 
is  at  the  difpolition  (if  the  Miniller,  funn 
the  fol!owiin,t  curious  anecdote  ; — A  cicr- 
pyrnan,  t(j  whom  Lo  d  Sal'fbnry  had  pro- 
mifed  his  patronage,  applied  to  him  for  his 
interell  towards  obtaining  a  very  confide- 
rable  preferment  in  the  gift  of  theCrowm. 
In  cnnfequerice  of  this  application  his 
LordOiip  wrote  to  the  Miniller  of  State, 
and  received  in  return  a  very  polite  but 
abfolute  refuLl  to  his  requeft. — The 
clergyman  being  inf(>rmed  of  the  cirenm- 
fiance,  defired  to  know  in  w'hat  manner 
his  Lordlliip  had  framed  the  applic^ttion  ; 
and  upon  hea’-ing  a  repetition  of  what 
had  been  w  ritten,  he  begged  leave  to  ob- 
ferve  to  his  noble  patron,  that  his  man¬ 
ner  of  foliciration  was  too  humble  and 
fuppliant  to  get  any  thing  from  a  corrupt 
Court ;  though  he  did  not  doubt  but  if 
his  LordDiip  would  fiiffcr  him  to  didatc 
a  fecond  letter,  tliat  it  would  meet  wdth 
a  more  favourable  reception  than  the  fir  It. 
7'o  this  the  Peer  confented,  and  another 
letter  was  written  to  the  Miniller  expref- 
iing  the  utmoft  aftonifliment  that  the  only 
favour  which  an  Earl  of  Salifbury  had 
afkcd,  during  the  prefenCreign,  fliould 
be  rcfiifed  ;  — and  infifted  upon  a  com¬ 
pliance  with  his  demand. — This  peremp¬ 
tory  ft  ile  h'd  its  effect,  and  the  prefer¬ 
ment  in  qurftion  was  yielded  to  his  Lord- 
ihip’s  difpoi'al. 

BISHOP  OF  CARLISLE. 

THIS  Right  Reverend  Prelate  cer¬ 
tainly  pofielTt*  a  confiderable  ftiare  of 
learning  ;  and  his  writings,  though  they 
are  not  without  fome  lingularity  of  opi¬ 
nion,  polTefs  that  fpirit  of  Ctiiiftian  mo¬ 
deration  which  does  honour  to  their  au«k 
thor. — But,  with  all  his  zeai  for  religion, 
I  cannot  get  rid  of  a  few  apprehenfions 
that  this  Right  Reverend  Divine  is  nrt 
without  fome  little  alloy  of  worldly  in- 
In  eft. — This,!  fear,  too  evidently  appear¬ 
ed  in  the  circumftancc  of  his  daughter’s 
marriage,  and  in  a  mann^  which  proves 
too  plainly  that  Mammon  has  a  fiiare  in 


this  prelate’s  afFe<ftions.— The  youn^ 
lady,  as  1  have  been  moft  credibly 
ir.cd,  was  engaged  to  a  gentleman  whom 
her  father  approved,  and  to  whom  \hz 
was  to  have  been  married  in  a  very  ftiort 
time;  when  a  perfon  of  much  grcitcr 
fortune  appeared  in  the  form  of  a  fuiujr, 
and  lor  his,  or  rather  his  wealth’s  fake, 
the  father  ufed  his  influence,  if  not  his 
authority,  to  turn  her  from  her  former 

engagements. - For  my  part,  1  cannot 

reconcile  it  to  common  honefty,  in  a 
common  man,  to  countenance  luch  a 
proceeding; — but  it  becomes  doubly  cri¬ 
minal  in  a  divine  who  has  been  advanced  to 
the  exemplary  rank  of  a  Chriftian  BiOiop. 
— The  perfon  in  whofe  favour  theic  pious 
arrangements  were  made,  was  of  the 
loweft , birth,  but  had  acquired  a  grest 
fortune  in  the  Eaft-Indies,  where  hU 
Reverend  Lordfliip  might  have  recoiled- 
cd  that  riches  have  fcldom  been  acquit eii 
upon  Chri/iian  principles*

A.  There  was  a  proclamation  ilfued: 
I  underftood  it  was  ilTued  when  Sir  Wil¬ 
liam  Howe  was  in  the  Jerfeys ;  I  met 
with  it  at  Brunfw'ick :  I  really  can’t  be 
certain  as  to  the  date.  By  this  procla¬ 
mation,  a  pardon  was  offered  to  all  luch 
of  the  inhabitants  as  fliould  come  in  aod 
take  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  crown, 
and  by  it  a  promife  or  engagcmei.t  to 
protect  them  in  their  ptrions  and  pro¬ 
perties. 

In  what  manner  were  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  treated  by  the  Britilh  troops  alter 
they  received  tlieir  protections  r 

A.  Many  of  them,  by  far  too  many, 
were  plundered  of  their  property,  v^bi!i 
they  had  their  protections  in  their  ha.ulq 
or  in  their  houfes ;  friends  to  govern¬ 
ment,  and  thofe  difaffeCted  to  govern¬ 
ment,  lhared  the  fame  fate  in  a  gicat  va¬ 
riety  of  iiiftances. 

By  wliom  were  fuch  inhabitants 
plundered,  after  they  fiad  received  incir 
protections  ? 

A.  Bv  I  he  Britifii  and  licffan  troops- 
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Do  you  apprehend  he  might  have 
wii*h  p.  ovi lions  and 
magazines  ? 

Not  in  any  (horr  time. 

Were  there  any  preparations  made 
Ly  ijen.  Howe  for  crofting  the  Dciaware 
at  or  before  his  march  to  Ililllboivuijh, 
and  what  were  they  ? 

A.  There  were  a  number  of  por.tooni 
built  at  New-York,  and  put  upon  car¬ 
riages — a  number  of  fiat- bottomed  boats 
prepared  and  put  upon  carriages— thele 
to  Drniifwick  ;  when  out  of 
the  water,  ami  put  upon  carriages  at 
B  nnfwick,  they  were  not  carried  to 
Ililifboroiigh,  blit  remained  at  Briini- 
v\  ick.

cafefe  whatever. 

“  That  the  faid  government  be  admi- 
nlftered  by  a  prefident-general,  to  be  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  King,  and  a  granv!  coun¬ 
cil  to  be  chofen  by  the  reprelentativ.s  ct 
the  pef)ple  of  the  fevera!  cob  nies  in  their 
refpeCtive  afTemblics,  once  in  every  three 
years. 

“  That  the  feveral  aflemblies  fliall 
chufe  members  for  the  grand  council  in 
the  following  proportions,  viz.

Tlie  mCiTage  giving  them  this 
warning  deiibtlefs  was  very  proper:  But 
it  was  eafv  to  forefee,  that  if  tim  rebels 
chofe  i(»  polfefs  themfelves  of  any  part  of 
the  peiiinruhi,  the  inhabitants  of  Ctiarlef- 
tewn  could  not  prevent  it.  In  all  thefc 
eight  weeks,  therefore,  it  might  have 
been  hoped,  that  the  General  and  Admi¬ 
ral  lliouid  have  concerted  the  proper 
meafurv'S  for  them  to  take,  in  cafe  the 
enemy  Ihould  have  come  hither.  It 
might  have  been  hoped,  that  the  Admi¬ 
ral  fliould  have  peifedily  informed  him- 
felf  of  the  depth  of  water  in  the  Myftic- 
yiver,  and  how  near  at  the  fevcral  times 
of  the  tide  the  veiTcls  could  come  to  the 
caufeway.  We  might  have  hoped  tliat 
the  General  would  have  informed  him- 
felf  of  every  inch  of  ground  in  fo  fmall  a 
peninfula  ;  and  have  previoufly  concer¬ 
ted  what  he  ought  to  do,  and  where  he 
ought  to  land,  upon  every  appearance  of 
nn  enemy.  And  yet  we  do  not  feem  to 
have  given  ourfelves  the  trouble  of  a 
jingle  thought  about  viewing  the  ground, 
or  of  conlidering  before* hand  what

Whether,  after  the  rebels  were  fled, 
Gen.  Clinton^s  advice  to  purfue  was 
right  or  not,  may  be  made  a  doubt  :  Ha: 
if  inftead  of  having  facrificed  the  lives  nf 
a  thouland  brave  men  by  the  want  of 
all  previous  concert,  and  never  having 
furveyed  the  ground  ;  if,  inflead  of  this 
negligence  and  inattention,  we  had  font 
up  the  whole  rebel  force  in  thepemn- 
fula,  and  deflroyed  and  taken  that  whole 
army,  there  can  be  no  doubt  hut  that  we 
might  then  have  purfued  our  advantage  ; 
and  that  if  then  w  e  had  inarched  toRox* 
bury  and  Cambridge,  the  troops  would 
probably  have  not  found  a  man  there  to 
oppofe  them  ;  at  leaft  in  that  general 
confternation,  they  might  very  eaPily  have 
been  difperfed  ;  and  the  other  prcviixcs 
not  having  then  openly  joined  them,  we 
fliould  probably  have  heard  nothing  more 
of  the  rebellion. 

It  was  faid  at  the  time,  I  have  heard, 
that  we  were  unwilling  to  make  the  re¬ 
bels  defperate  ;  but  I  hope  no  military 
man  would  offer  to  give  fuch  a  reafon. 
Veteran  troops,  long  polfelTed  with  a  v-rv 
high  fenfe  of  honour,  like  the  old  SnarMh 
infantry  at  Rocroy,  might  poflibly  reiolve 
to  die  in  their  ranks,  and  fell  their  lives 
as  dearly  as  they  could,  though  I  know 
no  inftance  in  modern  war  of  thisSpauiih 
obftinacy.

Remarks. — One  pound  rf  potatoes 
cont-^ins  three  ounces  of  ft-uch,  two 
ounces  of  fibrous  fubftance  and  extrac'tive 
matter,  and  eleven  ounces  of  vegetative 
wat.r.  Thefe  fubftanccs  vary  ajcordih» 
to  the  nature  of  the  foil  and  the  fpedrt 
of  the  potatoe.  It  is  to  clear  this  root 
from  the  fuperabundance  of  water  which 
it  contains,  and  to  feparate  the  ftarch 
from  the  other  fubftances  which  conftj. 
tute  tiie  potatoe,  that  the  foregoing 
procefs  is  put  in  pradice.  You  may,  in 
lieu  of  a  rafp,  which  renders  the  opera, 
tion  tedious,  fubftitute  a  broad  wheel 
with  double  parallel  fpokes,  upon  the 
fame  axis  or  axletrcc,  fhod  with  plate 
iron,  flamped  with  holes,  inftead  of 
bands  of  iron,  or  any  other  inllrumcnt ; 
befides,  neceffity  and  pradice  will  fooii 
clear  up  that  point. 

The  flarch  extraded  from  potatoes  ha; 
this  advantage,  that  it  may  be  kept  for 
many  years  without  the  leaft  alteration, 
and  will  ftill  fubfift  without  corniptior, 
or  untouched  in  a  frozen  potatoe,  cv\n 
when  animals  will  not  eat  it.

The  F  rench  r.re  hafty  in  forming  rclolu- 
tions,  while  liov’neTs  and  caution  ir-arlr 
the  proceediinvs  of  the  Spaniards.  'Fhe 
viv.acity  c*f  tne  iuhjecls  of  France  is 
deen.td  b.pjxiry  by  tihcfe  of  Spain,  while 
their  graviiy  is  ftainped  by  tnc  French 
wiili  llic  name  of  tindidity  ;  in  one  thing 
urly  they  ^gree.  arid  that  ;3,  that  bgth 


think  themfelvcs  the  beft  foldicrs  in  the 
world,  and  entertain  a  contemptible  opU 
nior.  of  each  other's  bravery. 

This  will  prevent  a  hearty  concurrence 
betw’een  the  tw'o  nations ;  the  one  will 
not  like  to  fiibmit  to  be  commanded  by 
the  other  ;  and  thus  their  operations  will 
be  tar  lefs  eftVdual  than  they  might  be, 
it  they  were  condudeo  with  un^.ninalty : 
divifioHS  have  plunged  us  into  the  def- 
perate  fUuatiun  in  which  we  now  find 
oiirfclves  ;  unanimity  is  likely  to  ftiield 
us  from  deftru^tion  :  equal  divijions  we 
may  expert  among  our  enemies,  while 
their  natural  antipathy  to  each  other  for¬ 
bids  us  tt)  fear  they  wdll  be  unanimous 
and  cordial  in  their  proceedings. 

This  is  not  idle  ipeculation  ;  the  ob- 
fervation  is  grounded  on  experience.— 
One  part  of  an  allied  army  has  generally 
let  another  part  of  another  nation  cx- 
pofe  itfelf  to  moft  danger ;  the  French  in 
particular  have  been  remarkable  for  fuch 
condudt ;  the  Spaniards  have  before  now 
experienced  k,  and  have  more  than  once 
upbraided  them  with  it. — A  remark.ible 
inllance  of  this  occuired  at  Oudenaide 
in  the  fucceJJi’yTi  war.  General  Webb  was 
guarding  a  convoy  of  800  w.iggons  to  llie 
liege  of  Lifle,  where  ilie  allied  army  was 
in  fuch  want  %)f  ammunitiiui,  that  the 
Duke  of  Marlborough  began  to  talk  id 
railiPK  the  liege.  Tlie  French  knew  that 
it  was  of  the  utn^oft  conleciuence  to  i’l- 
tercept  the  cortvoy,  as  the  forcing  of  L/k 
from  the  fiege  mnft«bc  the  inevitable  con- 
fiouence  ;  ;hey  therefore  oidcrcd  (  ut  ( f 
their  lines  70,000  men,  French  and  Spa¬ 
niards,  with  attain  of  40  pieces  of  can¬ 
non.  To  oppofe  them  General  W  chh 
had  oiiiy  6coo  Briliili  f(/icliers,  and  ?ict  a

Anecdote  cf  thr  Spanish  iNQUin- 
TION:  By  an  Eye  IVitnefs. 

I 

The  Aulillos  de  Tc  arc  fiill  celebrated 
at  the  tribunal  of  the  Inqiiifitiou, 
more  or  lefs  publicly,  acemding  to  the 
impreflion  which  is  intended  10  be  maile. 
A  great  number  of  perfons  of  all  ranks, 
civil  and  ecclefiallical,  were  liiminoncd 
to  attend  the  office,  at  eight  o’clock,  0.1 
the  24th  Nov.  1778,  without  knowing 
V'hethcr  they  were  to  accufe  or  be  acciii- 
cd.  They  were  admitted  into  a  room, 
and  thence  inltoduccd  into  a  faloon  con 
tiguous.  This  was  farnilhed  with  hang¬ 
ings  of  a  dark  kind  of  fliifl’;  at  the  up¬ 
per  end,  under  a  canopy,  hung  a  large 
crucifix,  uiuler  which,  at  a  long  ubit  , 
were  feated  two  iiuinifitors ;  over  againit 
thefe,  twofccrctaric.s,  behind  wliom  were 
placed  a  ftool  and  two  chairs.  On  bench¬ 
es  to  the  right  and  left  were  arrange*!  tlic 
principal  pej Tons  called  in  to  attend  ;  as 
alfo  tne  familiars  of  the  Inquifition,  a- 
mong  whom  are  the  Duke  de  Abrantes, 
the  Conde  de  Mora,  and  others  ol  dii- 
tinguilhed  rank;  thele  waited  on  ♦hr  in- 
with^iut  hats  or  fwords.

“  THE  truth  is  (fays  he),  that,  very 
fortuualely  tor  th.is  coun’ry,  this  defpon- 
diu;r  par’v  h  ive  hitherto  failed  in  their 
views  of  co'ivincini.  Us  that  our  ruin  is 
inevitable.  We  feel  the  ccnitravy  in  the 
internal  vigour  of  the  Italc,  and  i  that 
un.iniuuty  of  ft’itiment  among  the  peo¬ 
ple  which  forbids  us  to  connect  danger 
with  dcipair.. 

“  But  why  Ih  >u]d  either  b*  mention- 
upon  the  prtfenl  occaliou  ?  This 
country,  with  much  fmaller  refoiircts, 
and  much  leis  un animi  y,  has  repeatedly 
weathered  more  dreadful  ftorms  than 
that  which  only  /eewr  to  threaten  it  at 
prefent.  tl.c  hrll  Dutch  war,  France 
.'■nd  DVnm.'.rk  joined  tlie  enemv  againft 
Lnglaivd.  bhe  h.id  no  friendly  port  on 
I  lie  continent,  from  the  Pyrenees  to  the 
pole  ;  no  ally  but  the  Ihft.op  of  Munfter, 
^i‘lie  Dutch  came  out  to  a  decifive  bat¬ 
tle,  with  one  liundrtd  and  thirteen  ftiips 
of  war,  eleven  ftrr  Ihips,  and  feven  yachts  ; 
led  by  able,  expeiieuctil,  and  brave  com¬ 
manders.  France,  CO  operating  w^ith  her 
allies,  entered  tlie  Channel  with  fo^ty 
Fnips  of  the  line.  Tlie  ufual  revenue  of 
England  .mounted  only  the  annual 
fum  of  'Ui'-  million  two  hundred  tln»u 
limd  pound-  ;  and  the  fupplies  granted, 
for  the  yt  ir  exceeded.  fif»t  ii'uble  tluit 
Oiii  ft.inding  artiiy  fcarcely  coufif- 
ted  of  live  tr.ou faint  men  ;  and  there  was 
no  militi.i  in  the  kingdom. 

“  d'he  nation  was,  in  the  mean  time, 
vifiud  with  two  o*  molt  dreadful  c.i- 
lainii’ics  ili.at  can  :diFu‘t  a  people,  [>efti- 
lence  and  tire.  Near  eighty  thoufand 
Y>eil'*ns  hut  i)eeu  carried  nlf  by  t!ic  fiiit, 
in  London  alone.  'Fhe  city  had  beennne 
A  kind  of  defart  ;  and  grafs  wii  oblerved 
to  grow  in  the  n  iddle  of  Chea glide. 
The  plague  followed  tiiofe  who  (led  to 
tlie  country  ;  and  terror  and  death  fil'ed 
every  ciuncr  of  the  kingdom,  Tliis 
jeourge  was  followed  by  a  hre,  whicli 
conlumed  hiteen  out  of  the  U.enty-nx 
wards  of  the  t  iiy,  confifting  of  four  hun¬ 
dred  Itreets  and  Dnes,  thirteen  thoufand 
houfes,  and  eighty-nine  latifli  churches. 
But  uufe  midortuncs  neither  damped 
the  Ipiiits  of  the  people,  nur  obftrucltcd 


the  meafures  of  government. 
fleets,  thtiUgh  much  inferior,  fought  anl 
vanquilhed  tiie  enemy.  The  "alliar-c 
again  ft  us  was  broken,  and  an  hruiour. 
able  and  advantageous  peace  was  obtain, 
ed. 

111  the  year  1690,  the  French  fleet  en- 
tered  the  Englilh  channel,  appealed  be- 
fore  Plymouth,  on  the  zoth  of  June 
drove  the  combined  fleets  of  EugiaRd 
and  Holland  from  tlie  back  of  tlie  J(lc  of 
Wight,  engaged  and  totally  defeated 
ihcin,  in  a  general  battle  near  Beachv. 
head.  In  this  unfortunate  aitticjii  we  lult 
eight  fliips  of  the  line,  bcfides  many 
more  that  were  rendered  unfit  for  Lr- 
vice  ;  and  the  fliattrred  remains  of  the 
fleet  were  forced  to  flielter  themfclves  in 
the  'Flnmes.  The  Ficnch  rode  trium¬ 
phant,  tor  fome  months,  in  the  chaniitL 
They  infulted  our  fea- ports,  and  thru, 
tened  our  coafts  with  invafion.  There 
we»^e,  at  the  time,  no  more  than  f-jt 
regular  1 1  oops  in  England;  :he 
militia  wTre  not  arrayed  ;  King  Wiiliuu 
was,  in  a  manner,  confmedi  to  Ireland, 
by  the  fuperiorily  of  the  enemy  at  lei. 

“  The  nation  was,  at  the  fame  lime, 
diftracted  and  divided  in  opinion,  om  ac* 
ciiunt  of  a  dilpiited  fuccellion.  Public 
credit,  during  the  w'liole  w'ai ,  wa-  10 
low,  that,  toon  alter  this  period,  Exch:* 
quer  and  Navy  Bills  liecame  almofl  of  a? 
I’ltle  value  as  tiie  pafteboard  dollir- cf 
the  American  Congrefs  ;  and  ev<  n  ihe 
rotes  oi  the  Bank  of  England  avuc 
forty  per  cent,  (iifcount.  Near  Jix  thji^- 
fund  trading  velfei.i  wtic  taken  by  dir 
Frencli  in  tne  courfe  of  the  war.  Not- 
vvithftaiiiiing  ti.ele  misfortune?',  Ilu*  d- 
gour  of  Govt  rmneut  and  fpirit  of  'lie 
people  lurmounted  all  diflicultn  u.  'I't  e 
tneiy.y  was  difappointed  in  all  Ins  and’- 
tnnis  views,  an  honourable  peace  wr- 
obtained,  the  revolution  conuinud,  *!'• 
pioieftant  fucceflion  fe cured,  and  public 
i.reuit  reftored.’’
